They  were  not  very 
friendly  toward  the  woman,  who  might 
cut  into  their  business  very  toriously, 
and  when  she  went  to  them  to  propound 
her  plan  she  got  very  little  help. 

"When  my  parents  came  from  Fresno 
and  located  in  Oakland,  1  determined 
to  make  this  work  mv  regular  calling,  ” 
explained  the  young  lady.  4  ‘I  determin¬ 
ed  that  I  would  not  open  a  regular  un¬ 
dertaking  establishment,  but  that  I 
woald  go  to  all  of  the  regular  undertak¬ 
en  in  town  and  solicit  aid  from  them, 
offering  to  take  charge  of  such  female 
cases  as  they  might  have  in  which  my 
services  might  be  desired,  at  a  alight  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  regular  cost  of  the  funeral. 
I  thought  that  it  would  really  be  a  help 
to  undertakers  who  let  it  be  known  that 
they  had  a  woman  assistant.  On  the 
contrary,  I  was  discouraged  in  every 
way.  Only  one  or  two  gave  use  any  help 
at  all,  and  it  seems  almost  ns  if  there 
was  a  boycott  against  me.

freedom  of  the  drees  and  tbe  growing 
respect  of  tbe  men  with  whom  she  hail 
associated  quite  compensated  her  for 
being  an  innovator. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Hubbard  Ayer  extolled 
the  excellence  of  the  new  drees  and  said 
if  she  could  afford  it  she  would  givo 
away  the  dress  she  now  wears  to  church 
and  replace  it  with  a  short  skirt.  “Sen¬ 
sible  men  like  it,"  she  said,  “and  that 
means  considerable  to  us  women. 

Miss  Lila  Lockwood  of  Mount  Vernon 
spoke  of  the  proper  dress  iu  school.  As 
the  head  of  a  fine  school  she  was  opposed 
to  any  kind  of  uniform,  but  encouraged 
low  heels,  lightweight  dresses,  without 
corsets,  and  dainty  white  aprons.  'Hide 
latter  she  declared  to  be  a  great  incen¬ 
tive  to  neatness.

No  Women  Need  Apply. 

An  astonishing  example  of  apparent 
narrow  miiidcduess  with  respect  to  wom¬ 
en  has  been  developed  in  the  adjutant 
general' 9  office  at  Washington.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  a  few  months  ago  the  civil 
service  commission  called  a  special  ex-1 
amination  for  the  purpose  of  finding,  if 
possible,  a  qualified  person  for  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  translator  of  modern  language* 
in  the  adjutant  general’s  office,  then 
vacant  The  place  is  an  exceeedingly 
difficult  one  to  fill,  and  the  salary  is  ab¬ 
surdly  low  when  the  necessary  attain¬ 
ments  of  the  incumbent  are  considered. 
Among  the  requisites  are  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  four  modern  languages  in 
addition  to  English,  an  ability  to  dd 
typewriting  in  all  of  them  with  equal 
facility  as  English;  to  be  a  skilled  proof¬ 
reader:  to  thoroughly  understand  mod¬ 
ern  library  methods,  including  classifi¬ 
cation  of  books,  cataloguing,  indexing, 
and  so  on,  and  to  have  a  knowledge  of 
literary  composition.  Notwithstanding 
the  salary  for  t  ho  exercise  of  these  varied 
areompl  islimeu  to  u  but  $1,000,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  men  and  oue  woman  applied  for 
examination.

Women  In  Kngland. 

The  present  position  of  the  woman 
suffrage  question  in  tho  United  King¬ 
dom  may  be  de-wribod  as  that  of  u 
deadlock,  and  tbe  prospect  of  uny  cliango 
in  tbo  existing  situation  cunnot  be  re¬ 
garded  as  otber  than  exceedingly  re¬ 
mote. 

Wo  seem  iudeed  to  bo  bo  far  from  any 
practical  solution  that  it  may  apix-ur 
foolish  even  to  huxurd  a  conjecture  as 
to  the  future  prospects  of  tbe  question. 
There  are  nevertheless  strange  tarns 
iu  tbo  affairs  of  men,  and  should’ popu¬ 
lar  sentiment,  irritated  by  the  ludi¬ 
crous  anomalies  of  our  franchise,  declare 
itself  at  some  no  very  distant  date  in 
favor  of  manhood  suffrage  it  muy  bo 
that  tho  partisans  of  woman  suftmgo 
i  l  find  themselves  in  ifii  unexpected 
way  the  masters  of  tho  situation. 

Those  who  are  at  present  divided 
by  the  details  of  the  measure  which 
they  hove  at  heart  would  coalesce  in  tho 
common- cause  aud  would  probably  find 
themselves  powerful  enough  to  bar  tbe 
passage  of  any  bill  iu  favor  of  manhood 
suffrage  except  ou  their  own  terms. 
Those  terms  wonld  be,  of  course,  dic¬ 
tated  by  the  progressive  and  dom&- 
ratic  b<xly  which  calls  itself  tho  Fruu- 
liise  league.  We  might,  iu  short,  sud¬ 
denly  find  ourselves,  whether  married 

Mingle,  not  only  free  to  exercise  the 
parliamentary  and  local  franchises,  but 
also  eligible  for  ull  elective  offices  aud 
cnnsbqaeutly  free  from  any  legal  bar  to 
a  -  cat  in  tho  house  of  com myna  — Lady 
Dilke  in  North  American  Review.
